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Housing hearing to be as scheduled 


Confusion reigns over the status of 
the Board of Appeals hearing for 
housing for the elderly, scheduled for 
Tuesday, August 26. 

As of Wednesday morning, the 
hearing is to be held as scheduled. 

The hearing had been cancelled, 
through an error. A letter dated 
Monday from Berkshire Builders to 
the Board of Appeals withdrew the 
application. The Board of Appeals did 
not confirm the cancellation with 
anyone on the Wilmington Housing 
Authority. 

WHA Executive Director Henry 
Borazzo said that he was attempting 
to call a meeting to str: 
situation, He said, th 
hearing was to be consi ‘ 
and that if a cancellation were to 
occur, it could be done at the hearing. 

Project Director Chip Scull of 
Berkshire Builders was not available 
for comment. 

The controversial proposal under 
consideration is for 80 units of housing 


for the elderly. Berkshire Builders 
has proposed to build the housing on a 
site north of Wilmington Plaza 
Funded under the U.S. Dept. of 
Housing and Urban Development, 
(HUD) the development would be a 
“turn-key” project, to be run by the 
Wilmington Housing Authority. 

On an adjoining site, Berkshire has 
proposed 25 units of low and moderate 
income housing, also to be financed 
by HUD. Together, the two projects 
represent $5 million. 

‘The proposals had generated stiff 
Opposition, especially from residents 
in the area of the site. 

‘The housing authority had met with 
the Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
last month, to determine what course 
of action was to be followed in 
receiving the necessary approval for 
the housing for the elderly. The 
Board of Selectmen had voted to hold 
a.special town meeting on August 25. 

On August 11, the selectmen voted 
to rescind that vote, cancelling the 


Town places $357,000 
attachment on Stepan 


The Town of Wilmington has placed 
an attachment of $357,000 on the 
Eames Street property of the Stepan 
Chemical Co,, claiming that the 
company has caused a deterioration 
of the town's sewer. The attachment 
was filed last Thursday. 

The attachment is expected to 
result in a lawsuit, but the next move 
is up to the company. 

In another case, the town has won 
round two in a suit by Stepan in- 


volving sewer use charges, but the 
battle is not over. Stepan has filed for 
a review of the suit with the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court. 

‘An appellate decision, handed down 
last month, was in the town’s favor. 
‘The appeais court ruled that Stepan 
was not justified in claiming that the 
town had been unjustified in assessing 
sewer charges that included a share 
of the MDC sewer charge to the town.

The Board of Appeals hearing was 
scheduled to allow building of the 
housing for the elderly, which is 
allowed by special permit, according 
to the zoning by-laws. Even after the 
special town meeting was cancelled, 


it was thought by some that the Board 
of Appeals could grant all the 
necessary variances. That question 
awaits clarification. 

‘The housing 1 is also before 
the Wilmington ation Com- 
mission. A Wetlands Protection Act 
hearing was opened before that 
commission on August 7, and was 
continued until August 21. More in- 


formation was needed, said Concom 
Chairman Chester Bruce, before the 
order of conditions could be set. That 
hearing will be concluded Thursday 
evening in the Whitefield Town Hail 
Annex. 

The Board of Appeals hearing is 
scheduled for next Tuesday evening, 
also at the Whitefield Town Hall

Being a Peace Corps volunteer, 
says Kathleen DeStefano of 
Tewksbury, “is a challenge and the 
excitement of being a pioneer. 

“There ate problems and 
frustrations of working within a 
different culture and with another 
language,” she continues, “but for 
me, the professional and personal 
rewards make it worth it.” 

A 1976 social welfare graduate of 
Salem State College in Salem, 
DeStefano, 25, is assigned as a social 
worker at the Hogar Ruca Tami, a 
home for girls in Temuco, the fourth 
largest city in Chile. The girls, 
ranging in age from 6 to 18, have been 
placed in the home because of total or 
partial abandonment, being or- 
phaned, or poor socio-econimic 
situations, according to DeStafano. 


“From the outset," she said, 
somewhat overwhelming emotional 
task to work with previously 
barefooted street children who 
considered sleeping alone in a bed 
with clean sheets a luxury.” 

One of her first projects was to 
personally interview each of the 65 
girls in the home and write per- 
sonality and needs assessments on 
each girl. “It was the first time that 
these girls were seen and treated 
individually,” she observes. “I spent 
a full hour or more with each child. A 
time-consuming task, but extremely 
valuable.” She plans to develop 
programs based on her results. 

‘The interviews also proved to be 
helpful diagnostic tools, says 
DeStefano. “In most cases, an 
abandoned child, regardless of the 
situation, regards herself or himself 
as the ‘culprit,’ ‘bad,’ and deserving 
of being abandoned,” she maintains. 
“Self image is amazingly low in the 


Hogar. 

Wanting to develop an activity that 
would serve as a therapeutic tool to 
meet some of the special needs of the 
girls, DeStefano organized a camping 
program about six months ago. She 
directed three nine-day expeditions, 
taking 10 girls each time camping in 
the Volcano Villarrica National Park. 

“My intention,” she says, “was to 
create challenging situations that 
would foster success experiences and 
increase self image. Each girl par- 

“ticipated in various group activities to 
enhance trust, cooperation, and 
positive social interactions.”

The girls were directly res} ible 
for setting up camp, collecting 
firewood, taking care of the campfire, 
preparing meals, and cleaning up. “I 
wanted to teach them how to take 
care of themselves and each other,” 
says DeStefano. ‘Significant changes 
of attitudes and behaviors of the girls 
who participated have been con- 
sistently noted by the director and 
staff of the Hogar, who directly credit 
my program. 

“Considering that ‘street children’ 
and-or special needs children are one 
of the largest social problems facing 
Chile (relating to high unem- 
ployment), it is my intention to create 
and present a slide show of the 
camping program in the hope that 
other hogars will use it as a model to 
develop similar programs.” 

Home for DeStefano is a cozy four- 
room wooden house in her landlord's 
yard, which also accommodates a 
chicken coop, beehive, and a small 
garden, She washes her clothes by 
hand with a brush and a board out- 
doors in a wooden basin. ‘I can beast 
of roughing it due to the lack of hot 
water,” she says. ‘My stamina in- 
creases with every cold (freezing) 
shower, and when I am _ less 
courageous, I give way to a kettle of 
boiled water and a plastic basin.” 

The volunteer considers her lan- 
dlord, his wife, and 14 children as her 
Chilean family, and they in turn have 
adopted her as their ‘“‘gringa 
daughter." ‘They are more than 
wonderful to me, and, though poor, 
they over-live the Chilean reputation 
for hospitality and friendliness,” she 
says. “They are always sj me 
with freshly baked bread and em- 
panadas (a type of meat pie) and 
humatas (ground corn baked in 
husks), my favorites!" 

Her “family” always invites her to 
share in holiday celebrations. 
“During such times,” she says, “‘a 
sheep or pig is bought and 
slaughtered in the yard; a pit is dug 
and the meat roasted. With fine 
Chilean wine or pisco, folk songs 
strummed on a guitar, dancing the 
cueca (the national dance), and en- 
joying these hospitable’ people, 
nothing can compare to a Chilean 
fiesta!” 

Temuco, which is about nine hours 
south of Santiago, the capital, is 
considered the Mapuche Indian 
center of the country, according to 
DeStefano. ‘“‘It is a city where 
progress and underdevelopment 
Stride hand in hand. Rich and poor are 
neighbors, as are the new and the 


old,” she says, 

It is a common sight, she says, to 
see the streets full of oxen-drawn 
carts and traditionally garbed 
Mapuche Indian women selling 
vegetables or handwoven blankets 
and rugs at every corner. 
“Barefooted children in rags hustle to 
ask if you want a shoe shine. If not, 
“How about a peso to spare for the 
day's bread?’ ”, 

At the same location, luxury cars, 
taxis, and buses can be seen. 
“Businessmen meet for lunch at 
local restaurant and lovely Chilean 
ladies, high-heeled and sophisticated, 
shop in the many stores filled with the 
latest styles, she points out. 

aie weekends are often spent 
reading and relaxing alone or baking 
and doing crafts with small groups of 
girls from the home. “‘I really enjoy 
these informal times with the girls 
away from the Hogar,” she says. 

‘hey have become like family to me, 
and they, in turn, call me ‘Tia’ 
(aunt).”” 

DeStefano also spends many 
weekends entertaining other Peace 
Corps volunteers in the area. 
“Cooking meals, baking, eating, 
listening to music, stories, 
advice and gossip, along with a 
recently finished book and a 
backgammon match, are the favorite 
passtimes,” she notes. 

“Most of us represent a different 
part of the United States,” she 
reports, “‘and I find myself becoming 
more and more aware of my own 
country as well as my host country 
through these visits. Such places as 
Moscow, Idaho, have been placed on 
the map for this Boston suburban 


Everything has not been a rose 
garden, however, admits DeStefano. 
“Thave been ill, tired, frustrated, and 
at times, lonely. I've learned to keep 
faith, plug away and make happen 
that which I want and believe. It 
hasn't been easy, but I feel like I've 
accomplished a jot and still have a 
year to go!” 

Despite frustrations, she maintains 
that her professional and personal 
rewards have made the experience of 
being a Peace Corps volunteer worth 
it. “I feel needed, wanted, and ap- 
preciated by my Chilean coun! 
girls and neighbors. Who coul 
for more?" 

On her birthday in December, a 
group of 40 girls from the home were 
transported by truck to serenade her 
in the early morning at her door. 
“Phe little ones each gave me a

flower and small gifts,” she recalls. 
“A card was enclosed that read, ‘Toa 
dear tia who came from far away to 
bring us her love. We need you. We 
love you. We thank you. Happy 
Birthday. Hogar Ruca Tami.’ ” 

“That was an experience I will 
always remember,” she says, 

A 1972 graduate of Tewksbury 
Memorial High School, she is the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Raymond 
DeStefano of 23 Kent St., Tewksbury. 

DeStefano, who will complete two 
years in the Peace Corps in July, 1981, 
is one of about 100 Peace Corps 
volunteers serving in health, 
agriculture, small animal production, 
health and nutrition education, youth 
development, and special education 
Programs in Chile. There are ap 
proximately 6,000 volunteers serving 
in 60 developing countries around the 
world, 

Directed by Richard Celeste, the 
Peace Corps is an independent 
agency within Action, the federal 
volunteer service agency. Other 
Action programs include Volunteers 
in Service to America (VISTA), 
Foster Grandparent Program, 
Retired Senior Volunteer Program 
(RSVP), Senior Companion Program, 
and University Year for Action.

Tewksbury's 
origins 

In 1729, a group of men in the area 
now known as Tewksbury submitted a 
bill to the General Court asking to 
establish Wamesit Parish. This was 
granted, provided that within three 
years a Meeting House would be built 
for public worship and a minister 
secured with provision for his comfort 
and honorable support. This was not 
done. Had these provisions been 
complied with, Tewksbury would 
have been named Wamesit. 

The name Wamesit was selected 
from the name of the tribe of the 
Wamesit Indians to whom a grant of 
500 acres had been taken from the 
Widow Winthrop's Grant by the Town 
of Billerica for the home of the In- 
dians who inhabited that section of 
Billerica known as the Wamesit 
Reservation. They were called the 
Pawtucket or ‘Praying Indians.”

Robert \F. Hatem, of Lowell, fired 
the opening salvo in the 5th 
Congressional District Democratic 
Primary charging incumbent James 
Shannon, of Lawrence, with “turning 
his back on the people he represents.”* 

Hatem charged that the Shannon 
voting record against defense and for 
Federally-funded abortions, along 
with his opposition to a balanced 
Federal budget “are three compelling 
reasons to remove him from office. 

A partial text of the Hatem 
statement of candidacy follows: 

Many of you here this evening know 
me and know how I feel about this 
district. I was brought up in 
Lawrence and have lived in Lowell for 
almost 20 years. After service in the 
Army, I founded and edited a 
newspaper in Methuen. I've worked 
in government at every level: City, 
State and Federal. During my stay in 
Washington, I served as Ad- 
ministrative Assistant to 
Congressman Brad Morse. 

Eleven of the most exciting and 
productive years of my life were 
spent as Vice-President for 
Development at Merrimack College. 
Helping that institution fulfull its 
potential is one of the most satisfying 
memories I have, 

During the last one and one-half 
years, I have worked at Raytheon 
Compa here in our district, in 


Inall of this there is encompassed a 
lifetime of experience and education 
about the people of the 5th District: 
our problems, our strengths, our 
hopes, and our values. 

‘The issues in this election tap to the 

. very root of our form of represen- 
tative democracy and, at the same 
time, they will shape’ the future in 
which we and our children will live 
out the rest of our lives. 

The four most crucial and com- 
pelling problems facing our Nation 
today are the rebuilding of our moral 
fiber, our capacity to defend out- 
selves, the strength of the dollar, and 
our inability to improve the economic 
and social climate of our people. 

The fundamental issue in this 
campaign is whether-or-not our 
district will” continue to be 
represented by a Congressman who 
disagrees with us about the solutions 
to these compelling national 
problems. Shall the people of this 
District elect a man to represent us 
who agrees with us that we must 
strengthen our national defense; that 
we should get our Government out of 
the business of financing abortions; 


that we should balance our National 
budget; and that we can’t maintain 
jobs in this district if our 
Congressman votes again and again 
against defense spending and the high 
tech industry that is subsidized by 
defense spending?

James Shannon, 
Democrat 


Stressing his continuing com- 
mitment to “‘a philosophy that some 
people thought to be unusual, even 
unpopular,” when he first ran for 
Congress in the Fifth Congressional 
District two years ago, Congressman 
Jim Shannon announced his can- 
didacy for reelection to that seat. “In 
1978, I said that government could be 
a positive force in our lives, a force 
that would ensure that we all have the 
opportunity to achieve individually as 
much as we are able, but ever- 
mindful of our collective respon- 
sibilities to each other. This 
philosophy has guided my efforts over 
the past two years in ig 

Pointing with pride to his record in 
terms of services available to and 
performed for constituents, Shannon 
referred to his Lowell and Lawrence 
District Offices and his Mobile Office, 
a van which travels the 24 com- 
munities of the Congressional 
District, “bringing access, in- 
formation, and help to the people of 
the Fifth.” ‘‘Over the past year and a 
half, I have held 49 open forum Town 
Meetings. Through these meetings, I 
have tried to make myself accessible 
to the people I it; we have 
engaged in full and fair discussion of 
issues of concern to them, and I have 
reported to them on my activities in 
Washington.” 

In his legi: ve activities, 
Shannon emphasized his commitment 
to equity in energy and tax policy. 
“As a member of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, (Shannon is one of 
the youngest members of Congress 
ever to serve on this prestigious 
committee.) I was able to help for- 
mulate a tough Oil Windfall Profits 
Tax which will assure that U.S. Oil 
Companies which have already 
realized record profits, do not reap 
the full benefit of OPEC's control of 
the world supply of oil. I also in- 
troduced legislation to assist middle 
and low income households to deal 
with rising costs of energy. Under my 
proposal, middle-income households 
would receive an income tax credit, 
while those in lower or fixed income 
brackets would receive direct 
assistance.” 

Shannon described his tax-cut 
legislation: “‘a positive 1 to 
reduce the taxes paid by in- 
dividuals and businesses, this bill will 
help relieve individuals from the 
effects of inflation and increasing 
Social Security taxes. It will also 
reduce the tax burden on small 
businesses, which employ 60 percent 
of our industrial workforce and 
provide nearly seven out of 10 of the 
economy's new jobs.” “My proposal 
will also effectively stimulate those 
companies upon which the strength of 
the Massachusetts economy 

,” Shannon added. 

Of his particular emphasis on 
meeting the needs of the area’s elder 
citizens, Shannon pointed to ac- 
complishments and the need for 
persistent continuing labors. “I’m 
very proud of having authored a 
proposal to protect the elderly from 
unscrupulous insurance agents who 
attempt to sell them usless or 
duplicative insurance policies. As a 
result of the enactment of this new 


law, elderly persons will be able to 
determine whether particular policies 
have passed U.S. certification 
standards as good and useful. They 
will have protection against corrupt, 
even fradulent sales practices," 
Shannon said. 


‘The Congressman also pointed out 
attempts on his part to assist elders in 
areas of increased Medicare 
coverage for preventative health 
procedures, and in crime prevention. 
He also mentioned his co-sponsorship 
of the Adult Abuse Prevention Act, a 
measure to deal with the problem of 
elderly abuse. “And,” he stressed, 
“my office is engaged in an Elderly 
Outreach program, reaching into the 
community to find older Americans 
who may need assistance in dealing 
with the red-tape of governmental 
agencies." Shannon pointed with 
apparently particular pride to his 
having received a 90 percent Voting 
Record from the elder-advocacy 
group, the National Council of Senior 
Citizens, which accorded Shannon a 
perfect record on fuel assistance, 
health planning, and budget levels for 
elder service. 


On the other end of the age spec- 
trum, Shannon, who became a father 
for the first time on August 1 with the 
arrival of daughter Sarah, pointed to 
his 100 percent rating from the 
taneplee Parents Committee. He 
mentioned his 100 percent rating 
for Public Accountability (PAR) from 
the National League of Women 
Voters. “Nothing could be more 
clearly a measure of the relationship 
between a ‘legislator and his or her 
constituents than accountability,"’ 
Shannon stated. “I pledge that I will 
continue to be accessible and 
responsive to the people of the Fifth 
Congrescional District in my next 
Jerta ot cence, 6 Ulave worse to 0 
in my first term as a Congressman.” 
Shannon closed by referring people

William Sawyer of Acton, a 
member of the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council and Boston at- 
torney, has announced his candidacy 
for the United States House of 
Er qpessecnltnd i Massachusetts’ 

congressional district. 

He addressed the aims of his 
candidacy in five separate speeches 
given in Acton, Lowell, Lawrence, 
Lexington and Boston. 

Sawyer was elected to the Acton 
Board of Selectmen in 1967 and served 
as chairman in 1969 and 1975. A 
Republican, he is presently chairman 
of the Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council's Technical Advisory Com- 
mittee on Water Resources. He is 
also an alternate member of the 
Massachusetts Hazardous Waste 
Advisory Committee. 

In his announcement speech, he 
condemned excessive federal 
sper , Saying the mational budget 
has qua over the past 10 years 
in the name of Pe pee 
programs that have fueled the rate of 
inflation to an all-time high. 

“For the first time in half a century, 
our standard of living has actually 
fallen,” Sawyer said.. ‘And you and I 
know what it is like when we go to the 
supermarket to cope with inflation 
and a shrinking national pie.” 

He also called for a five-term, 10- 
year limit on congressional terms as 
part of an effort to end the current 
government spending binge and limit 
comgressmens’ self interest. 

“Ten years is long enough to 
receive the benefits of experience and 
not so long the congressman does not 
have.to have some other means of 
support in mind,” he said. 

Sawyer said no one knows local 
conditions and needs better than the 
local community and promised to 


conduct more than “town meetings’ 
where only a few dozen citizens show 


up. 

“I'm talking about sitting right 
down with your Board of Selectmen or 
City Council and asking them what 
the problems are,” he said. “When I 
am elected, it will be my practice to 
consult in this manner throughout the 
district on a regular basis,” 

He decried the U.S. drop in 
research and development and linked 
it with a similar decline in produc- 
tivity and our position in the world 
marketplace 

“This trend must be reversed,’ 
Sawyer said. ‘New technology has 
been the foundation of our new in- 
dustries and the jobs that come with 
them. This is especially true in the 
fifth district where our principle 
resource is technology."
